Attorney General Wade El- 


lis for the First Time 


Active in Case.

Findlay, O., Oct. 10-—It is the in- 


tention of the prosecution in the trial 
here of thev Standard Oil company of 
Ohio for conspiracy against trade to 
occupy the entire time today in the 
submission of documentary evidence. 
This evidence consists of the pleadings 
and testimony in. the two suits against 
the Standard Oil trust before the su- 
preme court of the state in 1892 and 


1897, 
a part of which was read to the 


jury yesterday. 


Attorney V. P. Kline, conducting the 


case for the Standard, maintains that 
there is no competency in rehearsing 
this "ancient history," but Prosecutor 
David and his assistant, Mr. Phelps, 
insist it is necessary that the jury may 
get the proper perspective of the case. 


The prosecution does not expect to 


put any witnesses-,on the stand before 
tomorrow. 


E. L. Bates and John O'Brion, of 


Lima, both connected with the Buck- 
eye Pipe Line company, were sub- 
poenaed by the prosecution today ia 
addition, to their list of -witaesses. AE 
yet the defense has presented no list 
of witnesses;. 


Before the jury was brought into 


court on its convening"a.t 9 o'clock, 
today, a,ttornej*Si- - for,, ihe liiittsecation 
san(l~"defens6 hjfeld oeT.jpflgliKjinary argu- 
ment touching the competency of ad- 
mitting tes t imony given by Mr. John 
D. Rockefeller, in previous trials.

Mr. Phelps maintained that this evi-| 


dence by Mr. Rockefeller was highly| 
material and in fact the very essence 
of the case on trial. 


In objection, Mr. Cline said he would 


not concede even the authenticity of 
the statements. 
Mr. Phelps retorted 


thai Mr. Rockefeller was then as now, 
president of the defendant company, 
and what he then said the trust had 
done and it can be proven he said it, 
is competent evidence. 
l 


"Mr. 
Rockefeller 
has 
not 
been 


shown to be, and in fact is not presi- 
dent of this defendant company," as- 
serted Attorney Troup. for the de- 
fense. "The statements he then made 
were years before this cause of ac- 
lion. The things charged in this suit 
are things done in Hancock county 
since 1903. How can such statements, 
bo competent evidence?" 


In reply Mr. Phelps declared that in 


the economy of the defendant com- 
pany there was no way it could be 
faced. 


" A corporation has no face except 


a false face. It is a mantle that cov- 
ers .the individuals in it, so that the 
head or the company, its 
president, 


when he speaks, that is the language 
of the corporation itself." 


Reiterating that the evidence was 


not authenticated in a proper way to 
be accepted as evidence, Mr. Cllne 
followed with the second 
objection 


that the president of a 
corporation 


could by his utterances bind the cor- 
poration. 
If the proposed procedure 


prevailed he said the deposition of 
any officer of any corporation might 


Mr. Tolls, for ihs defense, replied 


to this that if it was not for that pur- 
pose it was surely incompetent evi- 
dence. Mr. Tolls maintained that the 
state by law was absolutely barred 
from taking deposition iu a criminal 
case, hence it was a travasty to en- 
deavor to admit as evidence a depo- 
sition taken in another case. 


Att<jrney General 
Ellis 
said 
he 


conid not do his duty to the state if 
he did not give his judgment in the 
case. 
"Clearly, in my opinion this 


evidence is admissible," he said. He 
further maintained that in giving the 
testimony in question Mr. Rockefeller 
was acting for the corporation and 
that if he couid cot and did not so 
act, there would be no way whatever 
of proving any acts of a corporation. 


Testimony Competent. 


Judge Banker admitted testimony 


as competent. His ruling came ai the 
conclusion of an argument of an hour 
and a half. 


"If the answers of Mr. Rockefeller,'" 


he said, ''tended to prove any act with- 
in the three years covered by this 
suit, the objection might be valid, but 
it is simply desired to show the acts 
of the corporation prior to that time." 


An application of Mr. Kline to "take 


a smoke," resulted in a brief recess of 
the court at 10:30. 


After a recess of about two hours 


the court convened at 1:30 o'clock and 
the protection continued reading the 
Rockefeller evidence. When this tes- 
timony had been read, Kline for the 
defense moved to strike it all from the 
records but was overruled by the 
court.
